Henry Heuer Tells 
Why He Took Life 


Being asked to write my own 
story in my own words I would 
like to say just a few things, 

“There seems to be a mistake 
some place. I have never loved 
Mrs. Cabral and never sought to 
make her believe such a _ thing, 
which I am sure she does not. 

“As for my frequent visits to the 
house, I went to play ball with 
Tony, her brother, who was a good 
friend of “mine. Sometimes ho 
came to our house and we played 
there. 

“When Mr. Cabral érdered me 
from the house I was talking to 
Tony. When we were outside he 
ealled me several names which I 
did not like. They did not bother 
me much, but they referred to my 
mother. He had no business say- 
ing these things at all. Sometime 
later he again called me some 
more names which also referred 
to women. 

“In deing these things he en- 
raged me so that I could think 
only in one direction—the wrong 
one. If E could have thought of 
what it would have done to mother 
I would have been able to keep 
out of getting so deep. 

“Mother has always treated me 
fair and tried to bring me up right. 
I have been a sad disappointment 
to her and I realize it. For this 
reason I am very sorry as one 
pwes everything to his mother. As 
flor myself I think that if it would 
not haye harmed mother that I 
could have done the right thing, 
as a man of his sort was not fit 
to live.”
